h'rom  the  tahle  i;iven  ahove.  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Vork- 
slhres  had  a  ver\  di-tinct  advantage  in  this  ])art  of  the 
experiment.  The  ^'orkshire  carcasses  were  characterized 
h\  good  length  of  side,  nniformity  in  thickness  of  fat  along 
the  hi.  k,  a  good  general  dcveloinnent  of  tle^h  ( '  -an  )  thickly 
lleslied  I'll  ilc-slr  lielly,  and  a  tleshy  h.im,  which  re(|uired 
little  triipining.  1  heir  most  seri  nis  faults  ran  in  the  tlircc- 
tlnti   {>f   ri.ti   invh.li.'   wei'jht   of   -.In  111I  Irr-;,  Cd.-ir'-v'ne--   of  hone. 
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and  thickness  of  skin,  tli.inj;li  these  defeets  were  m-ticeahlc 
in  only  a  small  proixtrtinn  nl  the  t;irias,,es. 

The  Tanuvortlis  Meneral!\  had  a  lii;lit  shoulder  and  a  vcrv 
uniform  la\er  of  fat  aloiit;  the  hack;  hut,  as  a  rule,  thcv  did 
not  (|uite  equal  the  ^  orkshire  in  len^^th  of  side,  thickness  of 
!i>in  and  helly.  and  develojiment  of  ham.  In  many  of  them 
there  w.is  a  m.irked  lack  of  lle^h  over  the  loin,  accompanied 
hy  a  thinness  of  holly  and  a  decided  jif^htness  of  ham.  They 
eisily  stood  second  to  the  ^'ork^hires,  ho\ve\ir,  in  the  matter 
of  suitahility  for  the  Canadian  esport  trade.  In  fact,  the 
^■orkshires  ami  Tainworths  were  tiie  oul\  two  hreecK  uiiicli 
showed  marked  uit.il.ility  for  the  niaiiufacture  of  Wiltshire 
sides. 

1  he  stroller  |„,j,,t  ,,|'  thi-  lUrkNhire  carcasses  u.is  their 
lat;'(  nuisctiiar  develoimunt,  ,t;ivini,'  a  lleshv  carcass.  The 
ham  was  well  develoi>eil.  Inn.  in  many  cases,  it  carried 
too  much  fat  and  re(|uired  consiilerahle  trimminj;.  The 
ni.iin  faults  were  the  shortness  of  side  and  heavv  shoulder 
and  neck,  with  the  fat  nuniin!,'  very  thick  over  the  shoulder 
top.  There  was,  moreover,  .1  ni.irked  lack  of  nniformifv 
in  the  Berkshire  carcasses,  soiue  of  them  makintj  vcrv  ^jond 
Wiltshire  siiles,  while  others  were  cntirelv  unsuitahk.  The 
Yorkshire  carcasses,  on  the  other  h.md,  were  speciallv  notetl 
for  their  uniformity. 

The  Chester  White,  Poland  China,  and  Duro-  Jersey 
carcasses  were  very  similar  in  character.  Occas.onally  a 
pood  Wiltshire  side  w.is  found  amontjf  them,  hut  it  was  a 
noteworthy  exception.  Shortness  of  side,  a  snpcral)undancc 
of  fat.  and  a  kick  of  lean  meat,  were  generally  characteristic 
of  the  L;Toup.  While  these  hrieiU  are  enu'nentlv  well 
adajited  to  the  ])roduction  of  the  lard  hol,^  tliev  are  entirelv 
unsuit.ihlc  for  the  v'.iu.idiau  export  trade. 

In  the  Iowa  e\()erimcnts.  the  hoi^'s  were  not  compared  on 
the  hasis  of  suitahility  for  making'  Wiltshire  '  -s.  From  the 
report  np(^n  the  caicasses,  it  is  evident  that  the  hops  were 
fattened  to  a  tmich  hipher  depree  than  would  he  <!csimhlc 
for  the   Canadian  evnnrt  tr.-irle.   nnd   (•<-.fic(.n!!ent!v  the   Town 
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market    reports   aflford   no  basis    for   comparison   with  the 
Ontario  results. 

I'.RITISH  I'.RI'HDS  OK  SWIXK. 

In  i')04  only  five  hreciN  of  ■^wine  were  pivcn  classes  at 
the  l<()\al  Agricultural  Society's  show  in  l*",ti^;lan(l.  These 
hreeds  were  the  I.arf^'c  White,  the  .Miildle  White,  the  i'.erk- 
shirc,  the  Tanuvorth.  and  the  I.ar>,'e  I'.lack  I'ij,'.  The  breeds 
droppeil  from  the  prize  list  were  the  Small  White  and  the 
Small  i'llack.  This  fact  indicates  that  the  small  hreeds  are 
losiiip  pojinlarity. 

In  the  inijirovement  of  i'ritish  breeds  of  swine,  Chinese 
and  \eaj>olitan  swine  were  used  ([uite  extensively  during;  the 
early  part  of  the  past  century.  The  former,  as  the  name 
imlicates,  cominp  from  China,  ami  the  latter  from  Italy. 
Hoth  these  breeds  were  small  an<l  fme-boned,  and  possessed 
a  marked  tcinlency  to  fatten,  and  hence  were  well  adapted  to 
modify  the  Iar;,'e,  coarse-boned,  late  maturinjj;  pij^'s  whiih 
existed  in  I'.ritain  at  that  time. 

LARGE  YORKSHIRE. 

The  I.arpc  White  breed  of  Great  T.ritain  is  known  in 
Canada  and  tlie  I'nited  States  as  the  Lar^re  'N'orksliire,  or 
Improved  I.artrc  Yorkshire.  The  orii^inal  Large  White 
piij  was  extremely  lar<:e  and  coarse,  but  the  type  has  been 
considerably  modified  by  selection,  and  possibly  by  the 
judicious  use  of  other  blood.  Owintr  to  the  inii)rovcmcnt 
elTecteil  in  the  breed,  the  term  "improved"  is  commonly 
inserted  in  the  name. 

I.arj^'t  Yorkshires  occupy  a  prominent  place  in  Great 
r.ritain,  where  they  are  ret^arded  as  the  leading,'  bacon  pro- 
ducing breed.  In  Denmark,  they  are  used  exclusively  for 
crossing  on  the  sows  common  to  the  countrv .  and  the  very 
finest  bacon  brought  into  I'.iigland  comes  from  this  cross. 
In  Canafla.  thev  are  more  numerous  than  any  other  breed, 
and  thev  are  being  imported  into  the  I'nited  States  in  l.irge

Hints  on  Selection.  A^  before  nntnl,  tlnTe  i>i  a  cnu'-iil- 
crable  variatiop  in  llie  type  of  I'.erksiiires.  In  Canada,  there 
would  seem  to  be  f;"od  reason  to  select  towards  tlie  bacon 
t>pe,  redneiii'j:  tbe  jowl.  neik.  slionlder.  and  width  of  back, 
and  ainiiiut  to  stren^tben  tiie  bone  ,ind  lenj^liien  the  sicic 
witbor*  lo>in,L;  con-titntion  anil  (|nality.  b'.ven  wben- 
tbe  I'.erksbire  is  to  be  nse<l  for  crossing  with  the  ^'orkshire 
and  Tamworth.  it  is  all  the  better  to  possess  t,'ood  lentjth. 
and  '•tron-;  1m me.  .\nieriean  breeders  are  rnniiin^  to  tbe 
tstreire.  in  iii.-my  ea^es.  with  rej;ard  to  fineness,  and  have 
reduced  the  size  and  lessened  the  ;L:eneral  utility  of  the  breed 
It  is  much  easier  to  produce  ipialitv  in  a  small  animal  than 
in  a  larjje  one.  .uid  the  highest  skill  is  shown  b\  the  breeder 
who  can  maintain  both  si/e  and  quality.  Some  I'crkshire 
lireeders  a-e  .itt.iinini.:;  this  end,  .and  it  would  iii.ike  for  the 
best  interests  of  tbe  breed  if  all  its  admirers  apjireciated  the 
importance  of  size. 

MIDDLE  WHITE. 

The  Middle  White,  or  Medium  Yorkshire,  is  almost 
Vinknovvn  in  C.itiad.i  ;ind  tbe  I'niteil  States.  It  is  supi>oscd 
to  have  origin.'ited  from  a  combination  of  the  blor/d  of  the 
I.artre  and  Sm.il!  Whites.  Manx  of  the  bree<lers  of  the 
I.ar.ce  Whites  in  I'.npland  also  breed  the  Middle  White,  and 
there  is  little  doubt  tb.it  "ian>  jiit^s  brou;;ht  to  this  si<lc  of 
the  .Atlantic  and  called  I.ari^e  ^*orkshires,  possess  more  or 
less  of  tbe  blood  of  tbe  Medium  breed.  If  Middle  White 
bl'id.l  b;is  lu'iii  receiitK  introibu'eil.  boars  of  this  breeding; 
are  apt  to  be  verv  tms.iiisfaetor\  sires,  .md  hence  it  is 
iniport,int.  in  -.elrctiii!.:  a  I..iri;e  ^'ork•.hirl•  boar,  to  >ee  lb.it 
he  is  true  to  tbe  l.arLre  W  bite  \\\>c  and  shows  no  evidence  of 
Middle   While  cbaract.  ri-tics.

I'ortunaIeK  .  the  hest  hreider-  realize  the  d.iiiLU'r  of  i.:oini.j  to 
fxtniue'  in  the  matter  of  fiueiu  >s.  ami  there  is  little  douht 
that  the  hreed  will  continue  to  ]k-  ..ue  1'"  the  most  popular 
in  the  I'nitcd  St:ites.  \  icw  vears  ,1-  .,  it  was  quite  common 
to  see  .auimals  of  this  hreed    fveelv    sp, ,tted     with   white.       \t

DUROCJERSEY. 

DunK-Jerscy  swine  resnitc.l  from  the  union  of  the  [funics 
of  New  ^'..rk  State  and  the  Jerseys,  or  jersey  Ke.ls, 
"f  N'ew  Jersey,  tlie  fonner  hein^  a  Jiner-lxuicd  aixl  Miialler 
lTee.l  than  the  latter.  The  origin  .>f  these  t«o  hr.e.ls  is  not 
known,  hut  they  have  heen  l)re.|  in  their  respective  states 
>iiice  early  in  the  paM  eentur>.  The  first  organization  in 
the  interests  .>f  HiiPK-Jersey  suine  was  forme.l  in  iS«.). 
The  hrced  is  widely  .tistrilnited  in  the  Inited  States,  hut 
there  are  comparatively  few  herds  in  Canada. 

Ciuracteristlcs.  It  is  ditVicidt  to  discuss  the  cliaracter- 
istics  of  DuriH-Jerseys,  l)ecause  there  is  considerable  varia- 
tion in  type.  IVofessor  Shaw  descrilH-s  them  as  "not  quite 
cfjual  to  the  I'.erkshire  or  I'olan.l-China  in  size."  In  some 
henls.  however,  we  f^n.l  them  rather  lartrer  than  the  Berk- 
shire and  F'oland-China  as  ordinarily  bred,  and  noticeably 
heavier  in  the  Inme.  In  some  districts  they  are  hi^hiv  es- 
teemed  for  crossing  with  the  I'oland-China  and  some  other 
fat  breeds  for  the  prinluction  of  fat  hogs.  \\y  their  ad- 
mirers. Duroc-Jerseys  are  claimed  to  lie  more  prolific  than 
other  .\nierican  breeds 

HAMPSHIRE  (Thin   Rind). 

The  Hampshire,  until  recently  known  as  the  Tliin-Rind, 
is  the  latest  addition  to  the  recognizee!  pure-breeds  <.f  swine 
in  the  I'nited  States,  the  American  Thin-Rind  Record  .\sso- 
ciation  not  being  organized  until  1893.  with  al)out  a  dozen 
herds  eligible  f..r  registration,  .\cconling  to  the  Hon.  H. 
F.  Work.  Secretary  of  the  .Xss.xriation.  the  Hampshire 
traces  to  liogs  brought  from  Hampshire  in  F.ngland.  and 
hence  the  origin  of  their  present  name.  The  name  "Thin- 
Rin.l"  was  di-carde.l  and  the  name  "Hampshire"  adopted

shire is  of  approved  liacon  tyjie,  hut  it  will  he  seen  that, 
with  the  exception  of  the  head,  jr>svl,  an<l  hellv.  the  descrip- 
tion ^Mvcn  aho'  ,•  is  exactly  the  op|K>site  of  uhat  is  recojruind 
as  hacon  type  in  Canada.  There  is  uo  donht,  however, 
that  the  Hampsiiire  is  a  useful  ho^j  for  the  I'niteil  States, 
heiuf;  active,  hardy,  thrifty,  and  j.rolitic.  though  the  claim 
that  thev  excel  all  other  hreeds  in  these  respects  must  he 
accepted  with  a  rocmI  deal  of  reservation.  Mr.  Work  states : 
•ju  color  they  are  either  li-<ted  or  hlacks,  the  most  fashion 
ahle  color  consisting  of  hiack  extremities  with  a  white  lull 
from  four  to  twelve  inches  wide.  tiu-irclinK  thi  IhmIv  and 
including  the  fore  lejis,  which  sh(v  1  also  he  white."  The 
term  "listed"  means  that  the  white  helt  is  present. 

VICTORIA. 

Two  hreeds  of  swine  hear  the  name  of  X'icforia.  One  of 
these  hreeds  ori^'inated  in  \ew  ^^■rk  and  the  other  in  Indi- 
ana. The  Indiana  hreeil  has  .ipparentlv  made  more  pro- 
press  than  the  other,  and  its  interests  are  looked  after  hy  an 
association.  It  is  claimed  that  four  hreeds  were  used  in 
prodncinp  the  X'ictorias.  viz..  the  I'.erkshire.  Poland-China. 
Chester  White,  and  SufTolk.  Tluv  are  not  very  widelv 
distrihnte<l.  tlioujjh  they  are  t^iven  classes  at  a  numher  o!

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Tlio  normal  ])crii)<l  of  j,a'^tatiiiii  fi)r  mius  is  1 1_>  davs,  thoiif^li 
they  very  fri'(|iiciitly  run  a  day  or  two  over  tliis  time.  A 
week  or  ten  days  before  slie  farrows,  tlie  sow  slioiild  I)e 
I)lace(l  in  the  farrowiiifj  pen.  so  as  to  become  accnstoiiuil 
to  chanjjetl  conchtions  before  farrowinj,'.  She  should  still 
be  cncoiirajjed  to  take  a  moderate  amount  uf  exercise, 
however. 

The  pen  should  l)e  provided  wit'i  jjiiard-rails,  ma<!e  of 
2x8  inoli  planks  fastened  with  the  edpes  ajjainst  tlie  side  of 
the  pen  about  ten  inches  from  the  floor.  These  previ  ;it  the 
sow  from  l>ing  a),'ainst  the  partition,  and  lessen  the  danf,'er 
of  injury  to  the  little  pijjs.  which  ofien  f.nd  the  space  under 
the  jjuard-rail  a  very  cf>nvenient  refi  e.  .\  liitle  cut  straw 
makes  the  best  beddinjj,  as  the  little  pips  are  apt  to  become 
entangled  in  lonjj  straw,  and  find  difficulty  in  keepinjj  out  of 
the  way  of  the  sow  when  she  moves  alxnit.  The  sow  should 
oe  handled,  more  or  less,  before  she  '  rrows,  so  that  she  mav 
become  accustomed  to  the  presence  of  the  atti'udant  in  the 
pen.  .\  sow  treated  in  this  way  is  less  likely  to  become  ir.-i- 
table  and  excited  when  the  attendant  enters  the  i)en  after 
she  farrows.  If  everything  goes  well,  she  will  require  but 
little  attention  after  farrowinp.  and  the  less  she  is  inter- 
fereil  with,  the  better,  except  when  it  is  absolutely  necessary. 

Many  sows  will  take  the  boar  a  few  days  after  farrowing. 
To  breed  a  sow  at  such  a  time  i.  bad  practice.  Xo  sow  can 
do  justice  to  herself  and  two  litters  of  jiigs  at  the  same 
time.  Usually,  the  sow  may  be  bred  again  a  few  days  after 
lur  pigs  are  weaned,  if  not  too  nnich  ])ulle(l  d(,wn  in  condi- 
tion by  nursing.  ]  f  she  has  raised  a  large  litter  and  is  ver\ 
much  emaciated,  the  chances  are  that  she  will  pnxhki'  ,i  ver\ 
small  litter  the  next  time,  if  she  is  bred  iTumediatelv  .after  tlio 
pigs  are  weaned.  In  such  instances,  she  should  he  g-ivei. 
three  weeks  or  a  month  of  liberal  feeding  to  enable  her  id 
regain  her  lost  strength  and  vitality  before  she  is  l)red. 
Many  a  man  has  been  puzzled  to  know  why  his  .sow,  which 
had  raised  a  large  litter,  sbotdd  dror^  <!own  to  four  <^r  Ov 
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[.liny  pi^js  the  lu-M  linu-.  Tlic  naN.n  i>  imt  .litVu-ult  to  fui.l. 
T.I  ppMliici-  a  larKf.  M^orons  Iuht,  tlu'  smu  iim>t  l>o  stn.UK' 
aiiil   lull  of  vitality  at  lliir  lime  of  scrvicf. 

In  ficlitif,'  till'  hrci'dinjl  m.w  diiriiiK'  IIk-  period  of  gcsta- 
tiiMi,  till-  fifilir  sIk.uM  aim  to  keep  Ikt  ill  ^;oo.l.  stroiij;  coiuli- 
tioii  without  having  her  hecome  (.'xtri'mel'  fat.  Many  farm- 
.,  i>  j^o  tn  tin-  oth'T  estnnu-.  ;ui.l  keep  tlioir  ^-ow^  thin:  and 
the  thin  -o\v  u^U  ~  .her  not  clo  justice  to  her  pitiN  or  will 
heeome  a  mere  wreck  lu  r>elf  during'  tlie  time  -lie  i-  nnr>in- 
l,^.r  litter— in  fact,  the  chances  .ire  that  hoth  these  thmL,^s 
will  li-ii>pen.  .\  sow  may  he  kept  in  fairly  hiuli  condition 
an!  still  i)rodncc  satisfactorily.  i)rovitled  she  takes  plenty  of 
exercise. 

When  on   «"'»'   ])astnrc.   sows   roiiuir"   very   little   meal. 
In  this  matter  the   feeder  nnist  he  p.verned  hy  the  condi- 
tion of  the  sows,  and  if  he  finds  that  they  are  falling,'  off  in 
condition,    it    will    i)ay   him   to   increasi^   the    feed.     C.ronnd 
iiats.  mixed    with   wheat  hran   or   middlinj^-s.   make    i   ^jood 
r.ition  for  sows.      It  is  well  to  avoid  the  heavier  an<I  more 
heatinj,'  kinds  of  ^'rain,  especially  dnrini;  Iitit  weather.     In 
cold  weather,  when  the  .sows  take  a  ^'ood  deal  of  outdoor 
exercise,  more  heating  foods,  such  as  corn,  peas,  or  barley, 
may  he   nse<l   more   frcc'v,  hut   always   in   moderation.      In 
those  sections  where  corn  is  ;.hundaiit  and  cheap,  there  is  a 
temptation   to   use   it   almost  exclusively,   a   practice    which 
camiot  produce  the  hest  results.     Wheat  Ix-an  an<l  inid.llinf,rs 
are  availahlc  in  nearly  every  district,  and  will  he  found  profii- 
ahle  to  mix  with  corn  for  hreedins;  sows.     The  liher.il  use  of 
pasture  or  ^reen   feed  in  summer,  .md  of  roots  and  clover 
or  alfalfa  hav  in  winter,  as  ilescriheil  nmler  the  feediujj  of 
the  hoar,  is  alwavs  in  order,  and  will  help  to  ameliorate  the 
injurious    effects    of    corn    fcedinj^.     When    sows    are    fed 
outdoors  in  cold  weather,  it  is  hetter  to  feed  the  meal  dry. 
They  will  re(|nire  very  little  water  outside  of  that  supplied 
hv  the  roots.     If  roots  are  not  available,  water  must  he  su])- 
iilic,],  and  the  meal  uuiv  he  soaked  lietore  terdm;^  it  desired.

After  the  sou  f.irrows.  tliere  sInMild  he  no 
linrry  about  feeJinjj;  her.  If  she  lies  quiet  for  ten  or  twelve 
hour.s.  so  much  tlie  better.  .'\t  first,  she  shon'.l  liave  little 
more  than  a  drink  A  very  thin  slop  of  water  and  miil- 
dlini^s,  (.jiven  in  small  fpiaptitics.  will  answer  very  well.  If 
the  weather  is  eold,  tepid  water  should  he  used.  The  food 
should  be  gradually  increased,  and  in  the  course  of  a  week 
or  ten  days  she  will  be  <:in  full  feed.  A  .t^'Ood  m(.)ther  w  itii  a 
lar^a-  litter  requires  very  liberal  feedinjjf.  If  the  litter  is 
.small,  it  may  be  necessary  to  reduce  the  feed. 

Many  difTerent  rations  are  used  for  nursin).j  sows.  A 
very  tjood  ration  can  be  made  by  mixinjj;  two  parts  of  finely 
ijn.'iind  oaLs  with  one  part  of  bran  and  one  part  of  wheat 
middlint;s.  and  allowing  the  food  to  soak  between  feeds.  A 
few  roots  .are  teneti'-ial.  and  sweet  skim  milk  is  j,^(jod.  The 
he.ivier  ),'rains  should  be  used  sparin>,dy.  and  should  be 
larf^aly  diluted  with  such  foods  as  bran,  middlings,  or  pround 
oats. 

.After  the  pigs  are  weaned,  tiie  food  should  be  cut  down 
In  check  the  secretion  of  milk.  Dry  oats  are  a  safe  food 
fi.ir  the  sow  for  a  few  d.iys  after  the  pig^s  are  weaned.  If 
the  udder  i^ets  ver\  full,  it  is  a  c^ood  1)1.111  to  turn  the  sow  in 
with  the  piLjs  once  a  day  for  a  few  da\s.

If  tlu'  i'it,"<  M'ciu  MiiiK'uliiit  weak,  or  the  viw  is  rotloss.  it  is 
safiT  til  jilare  tluiii  in  a  well  lieiMiil  li<>\  m-  haskit  to  keep 
tlieili  nut  of  the  way  until  all  are  horn.  If  the  \«-u  i^  chilly, 
a  hottle  of  hot  water  plaeeil  in  the  bottom  of  the  box  aiul 
covered  with  a  blanket,  with  another  blanket  over  the  top  of 
the  box.  will  help  keep  up  the  vitality  of  the  piRs,  The 
little  pi^'s  --houM  be  i-laced  on  the  mother  to  sU(  k  as  snoii  a?. 
possible.  As  soon  as  the  sow  apjiears  to  h.ive  stttle.l  down 
(ptietly.  it  is  best  to  pnt  the  little  jiiys  with  her  and  leave 
them  to,L;ether.  It  is  not  well  to  interfere  except  when  it 
is  abs()lutel\   iiecess.iry. 

I'.y  the  time  the  pi).js  are  about  three  weeks  old.  they  will 
have  learne<l  to  eat.     If  at  all  I'Osstble.  they  should  be  j;iven 
access  to  anothe;  pen.  in  which  is  kept  a  small  tr..)U';h.      1  lere 
they  can  be   fe.l  a  little  skim   milk   with  a  very    little  inid- 
dlin.ijs   stirred   into   it.     The   (luantity   '.<i  middliiii;'^   can   be 
<,'radnally  increased  as  the  i)iRs  i^n-w  oMer.      If  lhx\  cm  be 
lau^dit  to  nibble  at  roots  duriiif^  this  time,  all  the  better.     A 
little  whole  wheat,  or  soakeil  corn,  scattered  uii  the  tloor  of 
the  i>en.  will  cause  them  to  take  exercise  while  hunting'  for 
it.      If  it  is  not  possible  to  provide  ;in  extra  pen.  it   will  be 
necessarv  to  shut  the  sow  out  of  the  pen  while  the  little  pijjs 
are  beii'j:  fed.     I'.xercise  is  ver\   imiioriant  t(.>r  \ouni;  iii^s. 
and  everv  i.ossible  means  of  securing:  it  sh,..uld  be  .adopted. 
If  they  are  kejU  in  a  small  iien  with  the  mother,  some  of  the 
best  of  them  are  apt  to  become  too   fat.  and  arc  likely  to 
sicken  and  die.      I'i-js  that  come  in  the  sprmi;  an.l  e.irly  fall, 
are  more  easily  mana^'ed  than  winter  litters,  .as  ihe\   can  be 
-iven  outdoor  exercise.      If  the  sow  is  turned  out  with  her 
pii^s.  it  is  not  well  to  L,nve  her  a  lar-e  raiii^e,  as  she  is  likely 
to  travel  too  far  and  tire  the  jni^s  too  much. 

There  is  a  ,1,'reat  deal  of  .litTerence  of  opinion  as  to  the 
atjc  at  which  pi^s  should  be  weaned.  Some  breeders  a<lvo- 
cate  leavin<j  the  pi^s  with  tlie  sow  for  ten  or  twelve  weeks, 
in  fact,  the  sow  is  iiractically  allowed  to  wean  her  own  pi^S-

If  the  oats  are 
not  very  finely  ^'rotmd.  it  is  hetter  to  sift  out  the  coarsest 
luills.     W "hen  the  jiii^'s  are  first  we.iiu'd.  they  should  he  fed 
at  least  four  times  a  day,  heiii,-,'  .illowed  only  what  they  will 
eat  up  clean  hefore  leavim,--  the  troit^dt.  and  threat  .-are  should 
he    exercised    in    keqiiiii;    the    troU',di    clean.     When    well 
started,  they  may  he  chan!;,H'd  U:,  three  feeds  a  day. 

When  the  pit^s  arc  three  months  old.  a  little  pround  harlev, 
or  small  quantities  of  other  jjraiu  may  he  added  to  tlie 
ration.  .At  first,  the  harley,  or  other  -rain,  should  constitute 
not  more  than  one-fifth  of  the  total  ration:  .lud  it  can  lie 
gradually  increased  ;is  desired.  I'.arley  is  one  of  the  very 
hest  kinds  of  trrain  Don  which  to  start  younjj  pij^rs,  thouirii 
other  ^'rains  may  he  used.  The  alnu.~t  exclusive  use  of 
corn,  cannot  he  too  st,  -njjfly  condemned,  as  corn  is  a  poor 
hone  and  mu-cle  former.  It  is  important  to  teach  younp 
pi.irs  to  eat  a  few  roots  as  early  as  possihle  :  or.  if  it  is  too 
late  HI  iIk  .s|.riii}4  for  roots,  some  form  of  ,i;reen  food  should 
he  su])plied  every  day.

Softness  has  nothing,'  to  do  with  fatness:  in  fact,  a  tliin  side 
is  more  apt  to  develop  softness  than  a  fat  one.      In  a  soft  side 
the  fat  is  soft  and  sponpx .  anil  sometimes  even  the  lean  is 
affecte.l.     There  are  all  de^^rees  of  softness.  sliadiiiR  all  the 
wav  from  sides  which  are  decidedly  soft  ii])  to  those  which 
show  onlv  a  slifjht  tenderness:  hnt  any  decree  of  lenderiu  ss 
detracts  very  nnich   from  the  value  of  a  siik.  and  a  really 
soft  side  is  i)ractically  worthle-s.     The  percentaf,'e  of  soft 
sides  is  sometimes  very  hi^h,  even  as  hifjh  as   15  per  cent. 
of  the  total  at  certain  seasons  of  the  year.     Tt  will  he  rca<lily 
understood  that  such  a  condition  represents  an  enormous 
■hrinka<;c  in  value:  and  this  loss  is  hound  to  he  rellected  in 
l!ie  ])rices  pai.l  the   farmer  for  his  hoys.  t..  say  nothiuLT  of 
the   iniurv   to  the   reputation   of   Canadian  hacou   in   Creat 
I'ritain.     This    is    not    a    matter,    therefore,    which    affects 
rrrely  the  jiacker.     It  affects  the  hacon  industry  as  a  whol--. 
.itil    the    farmer,   sooner   or   later,   must   slioulder   the   loss. 
This  heiu!,'  the  case,  it  is  important  that  the  farmer  should 
pav  more  attention  to  the  <|uestion  of  ([uality.

that  the  hacon  from  such  a  hoi;  will  'e  (|nite  satisfactory. 
Ciood  ijjrowthy  ho;;s  can  easily  he  satisfactorils  tmishe<l  hy 
the  lime  they  are  from  sis  to  seven  months  old.

i'roin  what  has  heen  said,  it  will  he  seen  that  softness  may 
resnit  from  a  numher  of  causes,  and  it  is  prohahle  that  there 
are  causes  outside  of  those  mentioned.  luionj.jh  has  heen 
said,  however,  to  place  the  I'eeder  on  his  ^uard  a;^ainst  the 
most  common  causes,  and  helovv  are  ottered  a  few  suijjjes- 
tions  re^ardinfj  mcthc  f  feeding  and  mauafjenieiit  which 
have  heen  found  to  <jive  ^oo<l  results. 

.\s  alread)  stated,  exclusive  meal  feeding  is  ai)t  to  injure 
the  quality  of  hacon.  and  it  does  not  i;ive  such  economical 
{,'ains  as  a  mixed  diet.  .Xmong  the  foods  wliich  may  he  used 
along  with  meal  are  skim  milk,  whey,  roots,  rape,  vetches, 
clover,  soja  heans,  artichokes,  or  almost  any  hulky,  succu- 
lent food.  Such  foods,  comhined  with  a  liberal  meal  ration, 
invarin' iv  f,'--e  better  pains  than  an  exclusive  meal  ration, 
and  prodUi"  a  better  (|uality  of  hacon.  It  is  probable  that 
much  of  the  beneficial  inlU..nce  of  these  foods  is  due  to  the 
fact  that  they  help  to  keep  the  animals  healthy  and  tbriily. 
a  condition  necessary  to  the  production  of  the  best  ([uality  of 
bacon. 

But  while  these  succulent  foods  have  an  im]>ortant  place 
in  hop  feeding,  they  may  also  be  abuseil.  If  an  attempt  is 
made  to  feed  hogs  almost  exclusively  upon  tnt'ni.  the  chances 
are  that  the  hogs  will  not  be  jirojierly  tinished  and  soft  bacon 
will  likelv  result. 
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r-ilimitc  !  tNtTii-i'  diiriii;,'  the  fatli-nin^  pfricH.l  is  not  CDti- 
ilncivc  to  clu-ap  prodiutinii.  At  tfu-  same  time,  exenisc 
lias  a  jjooil  effect  \i|ioii  tlie  firmness  of  tlic  bacon  pr(^lticeil. 
At  the  Ontario  Ajjrieiiltnral  Collef,'e,  the  eluapest  trains 
and  an  excellent  <|nality  of  hacoii,  were  obtained  by  allovvini; 
the  ho(;;s  only  a  limited  amount  of  exercise  in  small  ontsid 
yards  adjacent  to  the  i)ens.  and  feeding  a  limited  ration  of 
mixed  meal,  accomjianied  with  all  the  fjrcen  ftxjd  they  would 
eat.  r'>  a  limited  meal  ration  is  meant  an  alK.iwance  slightly 
less  than  the  hoj^'s  would  eat  if  iriven  tlie  opporlunitv.  'I'his 
method  w.is  found  to  be  more  economical  than  feeding  meal 
on  pasture,  Miough  it  required  more  labor.  It  is  a  notable 
fact,  however,  th;it  hi'j,'-s  ubich  have  run  at  lap^e  until  lb'\ 
wcifjh  about  loo  |)Ounds  in  thin  cont  ifi,  may  be  finished 
on  almost  any  meal  mixture  and  still  iiroduce  finn  bacon. 
T'r.i.';  fact  illustrates  the  marked  iTilUieuce  uf  exercise  upon 
firmness  of  b.ic<.>n. 

_'.     l"iMSii!\r.  TiiK  Fat  IIoo. 

The  general  principles  whi:!i  ipi^ly  to  feeding  bacon  hogs 
apply  to  feeiling  al'  classes  of  hogs.  The  aim  must  be  to 
keep  the  animal  in  a  healthy,  thrifty,  growing  condition 
from  start  to  finish.  The  main  difference  between  feeding 
the  twi.i  classes  of  hogs  lies  in  the  fact  that  the  fat  hog  is  usu- 
ally fed  to  a  greater  weight  and  niade  much  fatter  than  the 
bacon  hog,  which  means  a  longer  jieriod  of  feeding.  The 
feeiling  of  corn  cioes  not  a]>])ear  to  proiluce  the  injurious 
effects  in  the  case  of  the  fat  bog  that  it  dues  in  the  case  of 
tl'.e  bacon  bog.  In  the  I'niteil  States,  corn  is  reganled  as 
a  food  which  produces  a  firm  (|uality  of  fat,  and  the  feeding 
of  corn  is  recommended  by  some  l\x|)erimcnt  Stations  for 
the  exjiress  purjtose  of  making  the  meat  firm,  li  is  a  little 
difticult  to  account  for  this  apparent  discrepancy  between 
.\merican  aixl  Canadian  experience  with  corn  feeding,  but 
a  reason  for  this  difference  may  exist  in  the  fact  that  .\;neri- 
can  hogs  are  fed  for  a  greater  period  of  time  than  CanaiUan 
iiogs,  and  that  tiiey  are  more  highly  fattened.     It  will  be

The  dilYeieiieo 
in  the  methods  of  enriii}.;  ma;  al>o  have  an  inlhicnce  upon 
the  texture  of  the  haeon. 

XOTI'.S  ()\  I.()(  )1)  STl'I'l'S. 

It  will  invariahty  he  found  that  a  mixture  of  foods  ,L,'ives 
iietter  results  than  a  ^mii\v  kind.  In  the  notes  uhieh  follow, 
the  prineipal  foods  whicli  have  heen  used  for  In  :;s  are  hnetly 
disensse<l,  and  snj;j,a'stions  otVeietl  re^jardin.i;  their  combina- 
tion with  otlier  foods. 

Peas.  Wliole  peas  art  very  palatable  but  entirely  too 
wastefid.  as  ho},'s  do  not  dii,'est  them  thorouj,dily.  i'ea  meal 
is  a  valuable  food  but  should  never  be  fed  alone.  The 
heavy,  rtose  nature  of  the  meal  renders  it  difficult  to  dij;est, 
and  the  ])i^'s  are  very  apt  to  sicken.  It  combines  well  with 
barlc\ .  or  barley  and  wheat  middliiii^s.  .\  few  well  ^rroimd 
oats  nia\  also  be  adiled.  Teas  are  noted  for  the  excellent 
(jualitx  of  bacon  which  they  ])roduce. 

Barley.  'I'his  is  a  noted  Iio<;-  food  in  I".uro]ie,  but  some 
feeders  on  this  side  of  the  Atl.intic  do  not  look  uiion  it  with 
favor.  In  exiicriments  at  the  <  )utario  .\sricuUur;d  Collej,'e, 
excellent  results  were  obtained  from  barle\.  1)oth  in  the 
amount  of  tjain  made  by  the  ho<,js  and  the  ([uality  of  bacon. 
For  yotni).j  pij:js,  it  should  be  mixed  witii  wheat  middlin-s, 
a  vcrv  little  barley  beiufj  used  at  first  and  the  (piantitv  ir^ad- 
ually  increased.  l"or  older  |ii<js  .almost  anv  other  kind  of 
jjrain  may  1)C  adiled  if  desired.     Some  succulent  food,  stuli 
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.i>  loots,  I'V  ;;rt'iii  IimmI,  sliniild  .ilwav^  ''i  t\'l  will)  it.  ami 
-kini  milk  makes  a  ^;rial  impr.ivcnuMil.  It  is  not  j,'iiiriallv 
icnanli'il  with  la\i  r  as  a  I'l.od  (or  lin'iiliii;,'  sows,  .md  wli.ii 
usfil  for  tliis  |)iiriiosc,  it  slunild  toiistitiitf  <>iil>  a  small  jir"- 
poitiuii  ('■'  till'  ration 

Wheat.  'riii>  gram  lias  a  liii^lur  tCiMlm;.'  valiii'  tlian 
liark'v,  liiit  rc(|uiris  misinj,'  with  otiur  incil  to  );ol  the  lust 
results.  It  eoiiihiiies  very  well  with  harle\,  or  liarle\  and 
iinddlinj;s. 

OatB.  Owing  to  the  amount  >>i  fihre  in  this  fiM.d.  hoj,"^ 
cannot  dii^est  it  so  well  as  eaii  e.ittle  <  >als  are  more  suitahle 
for  matured  hreediiij;  st..ek  than  for  \oiin^;  or  fattening  pij^s, 
though  a  few  tiiielv  Lrrotiiid  oats  ma\  he  used  in  a  mistiire 
to  give  variety  and  to  li^,diteii  heavier  meal,  such  as  that  finm 
jica.s,  wheat  or  eorn.  .\  few  liiielv  firouiul  oats  comhiiied 
with  niiddliiifjs  make  a  ver\  uood  food  for  yoiink'  pif-'^. 
lhoii;;h  it  is  hetter  to  have  anv  coarse  hulls  sifted  oir  . 

Rye.  Rve  has  a  foo<l  value  a  little  lower  than  wheat,  and 
.1  little  iiigluT  than  harley.  It  may  he  used  in  practically 
the  s.imc  way  as  wheat. 

Corn.  Tliis  is  a  fattening  foo<l  and  is  not  comliicive  tn 
the  development  of  hone  and  muscle.  It  is  eiitir.  Iv  unsnita- 
hle,  therefore,  for  use  as  the  main  part  i>f  a  ration  for  youiiL; 
crowing  pi.gs  I'V  for  hreedinj.:  stock.  When  fed  alone,  it 
gi\es  poor  results  in  jnoiluciuL;  i,'aiii  in  weight,  and  its  had 
intltieuce  upon  the  (|Ualit\  "i  hacou  has  already  heen  de- 
scribed. If  led  at  all.  it  houid  he  mixed  largel\  with  h*rley 
or  miild'iiigs.  or  both,  and  s,_,iiie  ftirm  of  succiiK'iit  food  nr 
■.kim  milk  sliouM  always  he  fed  with  it.  Owing  to  its  teii- 
denc\  to  pro<luce  soft  hacon.  it  should  he  tiseil  as  little  a» 
possible  when  hacon  is  the  ohject. 

Middlings.  'I'lus  hy-product  is  also  called  shorts,  though 
some  millers  make  a  distinction  hetwecii  shorts  an<l  mid- 
dlings.    It   -s  almost  universally  used   for  young  pigs,  and

It  eaii  he  iiseil  in  larjjer 
(|iiantitv  for  mattireil  hreeilinj,'  stmk.  where  the  ohject  is  to 
hold  the  animals  in  li);:ht  hreeilm^'  CMmhtion. 

Oil  Cake.  As  a  rule.  hoj,'s  are  not  ])artieularly  fond  of 
oil  eake.  A  ver\  small  (|nantity  may  he  used  in  the  ration 
of  nursiiij;  sows  nr  \ounn  pi^'s  after  the_\  are  weaned.  .\s 
much  as  one-fifth  of  the  total  ration  may  he  composed  of  oil 
cake,  if  the  pi^'s  can  he  iuduceil  to  eat  it.  Where  skim  milk 
is  availahle,  the  use  of  oil  cake  is  of  douhtlul  advanlagc. 

Gluten  Meal.  {'ihitcn  meal  is  similar  in  value  to  oil 
cake  and  may  he  used  in  ahout  the  same  way. 

Cottonseed  Meal.  This  food  has  heen  largely  experi- 
mented with  in  the  I'uited  States,  hut.  up  to  <late.  no  really 
satisfactory  reports  have  come  to  hand.  There  seems  to  be 
sonu'thinp  in  it  which  acts  as  a  poison  to  pi^js  and  frc(iuently 
causes  death.  I'"urther  investi},'ation  is  necessary  hefore  it 
can  be  classed  -imonp  the  ilesirahle  foods  for  swine. 

Tankage.  This  is  a  by-product  from  the  lartje  slauKlitcr 
houses  and  varies  consiiierably  in  comi)osition.  \cry  i,'ood 
results  were  obtained  with  this  food  at  the  (  >ntario  .\};ricul- 
lural  College,  esjiccially  in  cases  where  skim  milk  was  not 
available  for  young  pigs,  it  seems  to  be  well  adapted  to 
feeding  with  corn,  as  it  apparently  furnishes  a  good  deal  of 
Ihi'  material  in  which  cor"  i-  deticicut. 

Blood  Meal.  This  b\ -product  of  the  slaughter  house  is 
commonly  recommcndcil  for  feeding  .along  with  corn.  .\t 
the   <  )utario    Agricultural    follege,    where   it   was    fed   with

In  warm  weather  there  is  much  less  danger  of  sui)plying 
more  water  than  is  re(|uired.  and  the  chances  are  the  hogs 
will  re(|uire  coiisiderahle  water  in  addition  to  that  su])plied 
with  their   food.

American  experiment  stations  have  iii;.ile  a  large  numher 
of  experiments  with  whole  corn  versus  ground  corn.  Re- 
sults have  heen  an\tliing  hut  uniforin.  .\s  .1  rule,  the 
ground  corn  has  had  a  slight  advantage  over  the  unground, 
hut  in  m.uiy  cases  not  sufficient  to  pa\  for  the  grinding. 
The  smaller  grains,  such  a  i)eas,  harlev .  etc.,  appear  to 
show  a  greater  advantage  from  grinding  and  there  is  little 
douht  that  the  grinding  of  ordinary  grain  is  ailvisahle, 
es])ecially  when  jirices  for  grain  are  hi.gh.  If  it  is  ever 
deemed  advisahlc  to  feed  whole  .grain,  it  will  he  found  an

Suinc  appear  to  have  a  craving  for  what  niii:ht  he  called 
'•unnatural    suhstanccs."     This    is    especially    true    of    ho-s 
that  are  kept  in  confinement,  which  will  eat  Freddy  such 
substances  as  charcoal,  ashes,  mortar,  soft  coal,  rotten  wood, 
etc.     Tt   is  prohahle  that  some  of  these  suhstanccs  are  not 
1.00,1  for  ho-s,  hut  there  is  no  doubt  that  charcoal  and  wood 
ashes    have    a    beneficial    effect,    the    former   bein^'    greatly 
relished.

-taudard  sheej)  dips  are  also  etTe'.-live.  but  treatment  of  any 
kind  must  be  repeated       veral  times  to  erailicate  these  pests. 
Coal  oil  is  very  elTective.  but  is  liable  to  blister,  or  remove 
the    hair.     .\    verv    .t^ood    wash    can    be    made    as    follows: 
Thoroughly  mix  4  .-.unces  of  soft  soap  with  6  ([uarts  oi  soft 
water;  then  add  S  ounces  of  naphtha  and  mix  as^ain.     This 
wash  makes  a  s<"^'l  iusecticide.  and  is  also  beneficial  to  the 
^kiu.     Thorout;h  cleaning  of  the  pens,  and  spraying  them 
witli  a  .i,'ood  disinfectant,  such  as  the  creolin  solution,  will 
be  found  helpful.     Occasional  whitewashing  also  tends  to 
keep  vermin  in  check.

C:v:v  ^Iimilil  ln'  taki'ii  lo  Iiavi' 
pi'iis  fr(.i|iiiiitlv  cli-ancil,  ami  tin-  fuqiu'iit  use  of  disinfiil- 
ants  aliout  tlio  \h\\^  and  >.ki'pinj;  (|nartt.'rs  will  ho  foinid 
profitalilo.  In  ca-i'  an\  lioi^  should  dio  in  llu'  pen.  llu'  lun 
-houl  1  ho  thoronj^hlN  iloannl  and  ^praM'd  with  disinfoctant. 
A  ;  inr  cont  solntioii  of  crmlo  larholic  acid  or  croolin  (  ; 
parts  crndi-  carholic  or  croolin  to  kxi  parts  water),  will 
he  fonnd  i  iTi-rtivo.  TluTo  aro  also  soino  i>atont  disinliot- 
ants  on  the  market,  which  i^ive  satisfaction.  If  a  lioj,'  should 
(lie  of  some  contagions  disease,  the  carcass  should  he 
hurneil,  or  huried  ht'\(i!'.d  the  reach  of  do!.;s. 

Light.  Sunlight  is  one  of  the  hest  .lisinfectants.  and 
every  effort  should  he  made  to  ailmit  ]>leiity  of  liijht  into  all 
pens.  It  must  he  rememhered  that  disease  .tjerms  llonrish 
hest  in  the  dark. 

Ventilation  and  Dryness.  To  the  diflficulty  of  secnrini: 
adeijuate  vntilation  in  the  pii^'s^ery,  may  he  trace<l  a  ijreat 
many  of  the  ills  which  the  pi^'  is  heir  to.  Rheumatism, 
hronchitis,  and  ])nennionia  are  some  of  the  commonest 
winter  trouhles  of  sw  nc. 

Rheumatism  is  caused  hy  dampness.  When  moisture 
appears  on  the  w.alls  in  winter,  which  is  most  likely  to  occur 
where  the  walls  are  of  stone  or  concrete,  it  is  a  pretty  reli- 
ahl?  danfjer  sijjnal.  Injudicious  fecdiufj  may  predispose 
towards  rheumatism.  When  a  pic  hecomes  hadly  cripi)led 
with  rheumatism,  it  is  ditficult  to  do  much  for  him,  and  the 
chances  are  that  he  will  never  return  a  i)rofit  for  the  food 
he  consumes,  .\bout  all  that  can  he  done  is  to  place  him  in 
dry  quarters  and  feed  u])oii  nourishinjj  an<l  laxative  food. 
Prevention  of  dampness,  and  hence  the  prevention  of  tiu- 
disease,  is  the  feeder's  main  hope.

Damp  (jnartcrs  are  also  a  fre(|uent  cause  of  indi^cslinn 
and  scoiirin;.,'  in  snckinLT  pit;s.  This  tronhle  will  treiiuenily 
wipe  out  the  whole  of  a  promising'  early  spring;  or  winter 
litter. 

'riiouii^h  the  list  of  troubles  q;iven  above  ma\  not  lie  com- 
l)Ietc.  it  will  serve  to  impress  upon  the  feeder  of  swine,  the 
importance  of  \entilatioii  and  dr\   air  in  the  pi.i;i;ery. 

Feeding.  .Mistakes  in  feedins;  are  responsible  for  a  num- 
ber of  ailments.  Partial  paralysis,  tlunnps,  and  some  forms 
of  coui^hs  are  perhaps  the  commonest  troubles  of  this  class. 
The  tninatural  appetite  wliiJi  cause-  a  sow  to  cat  her  jiitjs 
is  also  believed  to  be  caused  by  dcraiii^^ement  of  the  digestive 
origans:  and  man\  skin  diseases  are  due  to  the  same  cau>e.

All  that  can  he  attempted  in  a  l«M(k  <if  tins  knid  is  to  ihscuss 
the  mi.st  (lesirahle  features  of  a  i>iK'«'-'i'> •  f"r  the  vjeneral 
^;ui<lance  of  those  who  \\i>h  to  IntiM.  hnl  every  man  will 
have  to  adajit  his  hnildiiif,'  to  his  own  ]>ecnliar  re(|Uirfments. 

'i'he  most  important  qnalities  of  a  pik'k'fry  are  .Iryness. 
ventilation,  h^ht.  free<lom  from  <lranK'lits.  reusoiiahlc 
warmth,  and  coiivcniencj-. 

Dryness.  l)r\ncsh  is  closely  associated  with  ventilation, 
hnt  is  also  inlUicneed  hy  the  material  of  uhich  the  hniUlinjr 
is  constrncted.  Good  results  cainiot  he  ohtained  in  a  damp 
pen.  and  .IrijipinR  walls  are  a  pretty  sure  indication  of 
impending  flisaster.  Stone  and  cement  walls  are  ver\  cold 
in  winter  and  chill  the  air  of  the  pen.  causing  it  lo  deposit 
it-  nioistnre  npon  their  surface.  In  a  short  time  the  wall 
hecomes  (jnite  wet.  and  tnnihlc  is  stored  np  for  the  pi}.;s.  A 
hollow  cement  wall  is  much  less  ohjectionahle  than  a  solid 
one.  hnt  there  is  little  donht  that  wooden  walls  constrncted 
in  snch  a  w.iy  as  to  form  a  complete  dead  air  sjKice  in  th'' 
center  are  the  hcst.  The  floors  an<l  foundation  may  he  con- 
structed of  cement  concrete,  and  the  foundation  may  rise 
ahout  two  feet  ahove  the  surface  of  the  floor.  This  will 
j)resorve  the  wood  of  which  the  wall.;  are  constructed  and  is

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The  plan  wliicli  i<  f^ivfii  lu-rf  is  takrn  from  ;i  iiii^'m'tv  on 
tlif  farm  of  Mr.  J.  I".,  riri-tlioiir,  liiirfunl.  ( )iitario.  Its 
ccnistriicMon  is  comiiarativi'ly  du'ii).  ami  it  possc-ssos  many 
<lesiral)li.'  features.  It  is  lapalile  of  many  modifications,  ami 
a  cari'fnl  stuih  of  the  ))laii  uill  lie  lidpf'.i!  to  those  who 
intenil  to  hmlil.  ')i  course,  the  hiiildin^j  can  he  made  any 
lin^tii  desind. 

The  hniMinj;  is  36  hy  lOO  feet,  outside  measurement.  .\ 
cement  wall.  8  inches  thick,  rises  three  feet  above  the  tloor. 
On  top  of  thi''  wall  the  fr.Miie  is  huilt.  The  wails  are  huilt 
of  two-hy-liMir  inch  stnddiiij;.  hoarded  on  the  oiifsidi-  with 
eheai)  himher.  covereil  with  huildinj;  ]),iper.  an<l  tiLjhily  da]} 
hoarded  on  tl'i  top  of  the  paper.  ( )n  the  inside  the  walU 
are  lined  with  natched  hmiher  s(.)  as  to  form  a  dea<l  air  sjiace 
inside  the  wall.  The  hniiii,'  .ilso  extends  over  the  lower  side 
of  the  rafters,  jjivinfj  a  dead  air  space  to  the  roof  as  well  as 
the  walls. 

I'rom  the  cross  section,  it  will  he  seen  that  the  total  height 
of  the  wall  on  the  north  side  is  11  feet,  and  of  that  uu  the 
south  side  S  fi.it.  The  mof  has  the  same  pitch  on  hoth 
sides,  so  that  there  is  a  drop  of  three  feet  from  one  section 
of  the  roo'  to  the  other  at  the  center  of  the  liuiiiiiiit;.  In  this 
space  windows  are  inserted,  to  throw  light,  and  ,1  certain 
amount  of  sunshine.  Mito  ihe  row  of  pens  along  the  north 
siile  of  the  huilding.  These  windows  ;ire  hinged  at  the  hot- 
toin  ami  can  he  ojieiu'd  at  any  .ingle,  .iccording  to  the  re- 
(|nirements  of  ventil.ilioii.  .\  ratchet  device,  similar  to  that 
Used  for  opening  the  ventilators  in  greenhouses,  woul  1  he 
very  convenient   for  this  puri)ose. 

The  floor  is  cement,  t'enient  is  so  dnrahle  and  so  easily 
cleaneil  that  it  seems  to  he  ahoiit  the  only  satisfactory  floor. 
The  part  .\  I*,  (see  cross- section)  is  si,\  inches  higher  than 
C  I).  There  is  a  fall  oi  ->ue  id  onedialf  inches  from  .\ 
towards  I'.,  and  a  fall  of  thru'  'lulies  .ror.i  I)  towards  C. 
Thus  all  the  drainage  is  towan.s  C  the  lowest  point,  and  the

ahont  two  and  a  half  inches  from  the  sick      f  tile  troiiijh  ne\t 
to  the  feed  passage,  thus  allow  iii.i;  room  to  poiir   feed  into 
the  troui;hs. 

The  troiiijlis  are  eement.  and  are  ei^lit  inches  hi,i;h  next 
to  tile  feed  ])assai.,H'.  four  inches  Iiij,di  next  ti>  the  feedini,' 
l>en.  and  tin  inches  wide,  inside  measurement. 

The  feed  passaj.;e,  which  is  five  feet  wide,  is  four  iiuln- 
lower  than  the  feediiifj  pen.  'I'liis  is  merely  a  device  to  sh  'W 
the  piijfs  to  better  advantaije. 

'I'he  jinrjiose  of  the  doors  in  the  partitions  hi'tueeii  the 
JH'  s  is  easily  understood,  'i'hey  can  he  swunsj:'  hack,  closiuj;^ 
the  piys  in  the  hack  a])artnuMit  and  leaving'  a  lontinuons 
passajj;e  for  cleaninLr  out  the  pens.  The  heddini^  is  als  i 
taken  in  and  distril)iite<l  from  this  passa  .e.  These  doors  are 
a'-o  used  in  moviii!.;  ]iii^s  from  one  pen  to  another,  since  tliere 
are  no  doors  from  the  jiens  into  the  feed  i)assai^e.  'i'iie 
alisencc  of  doors  from  the  i>ens  into  the  feed  iiassai^'e  is  a 
somewhat  inconvenient  feature  of  the  Iniildinjj.  hut  is  hard 
to  avoid  where  a  wire  partition  is  used.  The  wire  partition 
however,  is  more  s.-uiitary  tliau  wcmd.  .'md  ;',:ves  a  much 
better  view  of  the  pi'^s. 
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It  will  be  notici'il  that  tlic  sUopiiiK  (|iiartcTs  have  cciiuiit 
tloors.  Wlu-ii  lHMl(liti>:  is  pleiUiful  tliis  may  (,'ivc  nc  troiihk-. 
l,nt  it  wc.iil.l  he  safer  to  place  a  portable  wixulen  platform 
on  the  cement. 

The  riMif  is  supported  by  four  lines  of  posts  to  which  the 
partitions  are  fastened.  I'".ach  n.w  carries  a  line  of  plates 
which  snp]>ort  the   rafters. 

There  are  six  windows,  each  five  feet  lon^  and  two  and  a 
half  feet  hi^ti.  in  the  south  wall,  and  the  same  number  in 
the  r(M)f,  ])l:iced  as  previously  described.  Tlie  north  wall 
has  only  two  windows. 

The  dimensions  ),Mven  for  the  small  pens  include  ])artitions. 
The  pens  as  described  are  n.'*  suitable  for  farrowing  pens. 
As  state<l  in  another  place,  it  is  better  to  have  the  sows  in  a 
buildini,'  away  from  other  ]n<^s.  especially  durinj,^  cold 
weather,  when  the  bnildiuK  "i"^t  be  kejit  pretty  well  closed 
up.  The  air  of  a  pitj^'ery  when  a  lar-jje  number  of  i)i(;s  are 
kept  <loes  not  a;,'ree  well  with  little  pips.  If  a  part  of  the 
lar^'e  pig^erv  is  to  be  use<l  for  farrowinjj  pens,  it  should  be 
closelv  i)artitioned  "if  from  the  rest  of  the  building.  The 
same  stvle  of  pen  c<nild  be  made  suitable  for  sows  with  little 
]>ijjs  by  makint:  the  sleeping  apartments  twi>  feet  wider, 
thus  Rivinp  beds  eight  feet  S(iuare. 

The  absence  of  a  loft  for  storing  straw  will  be  a  strong 
obiection  in  the  eyes  of  many.  The  ventilation  of  the 
building,  however,  and  the  health  of  the  animals  are  of 
va.stlv  greater  importance  than  the  inconvenience  occasioned 
bv  the  absence  of  a  loft.  It  i>  generally  possible  to  locate 
the  building  so  as  to  make  it  comparatively  easy  to  obtain 
straw  for  beilding.  If  it  is  not  possible  to  have  the  building 
situated  with  one  end  adjoining  a  straw  shed,  a  loft  for 
straw  c(.  lid  be  constructed  over  that  part  of  the  building 
used  for  farrowing  pens  ami  teed  room. 

It  is,  of  course,  impossible  to  give  plans  which  would 
likely  meet  all  rer|nirenients,  and  possibly  the  plan  .submitted 
could  not  be  adopted  in  its  entirety  by  m;my  breeders.      .\t 
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the  lame  time,  tlie  plan  Mihinilte(l  [x^scsses  so  many  excd- 
Unt  fi-atiiri-s  tliat  it  is  prcsintrd  witli  tlio  liopc  tliat  it  will 
jirovi'  iKlpfiii  to  llio'^f  intiTisti'l  in  the  housing  of  switic.

Tlie  accnnipanyiii.i;  ski'tclies  sliow  a  very  cheap  and  easily 
constructed  pen  suitable  for  winter  ([uarters  for  breeding 
sows.  Tlie  pen  is  sixteen  feet  long  by  eifjlit  feet  wide.  It 
is  se%en  feet  hifjh  in  front  and  three  and  a  half  feet  hish  at 
the  rear.  It  is  boarded  with  cheap  lumber,  but  all  cracks 
are   securely  battened.     It   should  be  practically   wind   and 
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
